DANGER IN IT. 


Trolley Care Approach Close to the 
River Draw. 


Unless more precautions are taken 
thero will be an accident at the swing 
bridge across the St. Joseph river 
between the two cities. 


The bridge is noir swung 
many 
times more than it w m iM t year. The 
May 
Graham 
w m the only river 
steamer iM t year that required the 
swinging of the bridge and that boat 
left in the morning and returned a t 
night, roquiring the swinging of the 
bridge but twice each day. 


This season Drake & Wallace put 
the new steamer Tourist on the run 
formerly made by the little Edna, 
which ran under the bridge, and now 
the river bridge swings very frequently. 


When the bridge is open a safeguard 
in the shape of a chain to stretch 
across the street is provided but this is 
not always up and very often teams 
are at liberty to run into the water. 
The greatest danger is with the trolley 
cars. They run on the bridge to with­ 
in a few feet of the draw. The chain 
to be at all effective should be placed 
at the end of the bridge and not next 
to the draw.

The report then says: “Irrespective of 
any of the foregxiing c(mslderalions the 
conduct of Spain, as hereinbefore detail­ 
ed, constitutes such delay and denial of 
Justice and such an actual Infliction of 
Injustice upon these men as to make It 
the duty of this government to demand 
reparation therefor irrespective of any 
act which these prisoners may have 
committed up to the date of their cap­ 
ture. 
Among the acts of reparation 
which ought to be demanded should be 
the release of these captives.*’ 


Secretary E varta is quoted to sustain 
this position. The report declares that 
the rights of the men have been vlo« 
lated because their trials have not been 
proper even Judged by SpanlSh proced­ 
ure; tiMt the men at the flrst trial did 
not know until after the testimony for 
the prosecution was In that an interpre- 
tor was present and the only transla­ 
tion made to them was at the close of 
the sanguinary proceedlnn when they 
were asked If they had anything to say.

By an almost—and practically—unan­ 
imous vote the committee agreed to re­ 
port the Hawaiian annexation resolu­ 
tions: The action of the committee had 
been fully discounted. The result was 
a foregone conclusion, but the unani­ 
mity of the vote Is none the less 
source of gratlflcatlon to the president 
and the friends of annexation. Turple 
and Daniel refrained from voting, not 
because they were against the treaty, 
but because they thought it could be 
strengthened by certain amendments 
which did not flnd favor with a nuijori- 
ty of the committee, and they therefore 
expressed a desire to preserve their 
consistency by refraining from affirma­ 
tive approval. Turple does not believe 
the “people" of Hawaii are conflned to 
the few thousand Americans and oth­ 
ers supporting the Dole government, 
and thinks th at the rest of the people 
should have a voice in the m atter.

L. Hamilton has declared that 
be would not recommend Mr. Wood­ 
ruff. 
The opposition raised against 
Mr. Woodruff« is of tremendous pro­ 
portions and it is suggested that Mr- 
Hamilton saw in this condition a power 
whiob might be wielded against him 
with.disastrous effect when he again 
appeared for the nomination to con­ 
gress. 


The cry against Mr. ,WoodrutI was 
that he was non-resideut of St. Joseph. 
This sentiment grew in popularitv un­ 
til it represented a great force aud had 
the effect of inducing him to purchase 
a residence in that city which he did 
several weeks ago. If the office is givea 
him ne does not expect to get it l^fore 
next March, which appears from the 
fact that he has advised Prof. Loomis, 
who now occupies the dwelling,that he 
may remain its tenant 
until next 
March. 


The iight against Mr. Woodruff is 
•g* 
not confined alone to the republican 
ranks. The democrats have enlisted 
and have threatened to loin forces with 
the injured republicans in assisting to 
defeat Mr. Hamilton for a second term. 
There is, of course, no doubt of Mr. 
Hamilton getting the nomination even 
though he may manipulate the St. Jos­ 
eph podtoffice fight to displease the re­ 
publicans of that city, but, it is argued, 
when it comes to his election his 8U|>- 
port will be greatly weakened inasmuch 
as he will be opposed by democrats as 
well as the following of his own faith.

Hamilton has been advised that this 
appointment would not be entirely sat­ 
isfactory, although it Would be en­ 
dorsed with greater favor than that of 
Mr. Woodruff.

If He Doesn’t Sell His Crop for 
a Figure That Means 
Profit. 


ST. 
LOUIS 
BROKER 
TALKS. 


He Expects to Buy Grapes and 


Peaches in the Benton H arbor 
Market. 


Everett P. Teasdale, of a S t., Louis 
fruit and commission firm, was in the 
city yesterday afternoon and expects 
to buy grapes and peaches in this 
market this * all. 


Mr. .Teasdale says his is not a regu­ 
lar commission house. 
He expects to 
buy fruit of George Butzbach and the 
Grange 
society. When 
a 
car of 
peaches or grapes is ready for ship­ 
ment he will sell it In St. Louis aud 
buy it by wire in Benton Harbor. 
If Chicago prices are higher than St. 
Louis of course the stuff will not find 
its way to the southern city. 
The ad­ 
vantage of this plan is that the ship­ 
per will know exactly what price he is 
receiving. 
If the fruit is not choice 
and if the big bunches of grapes are on 
top and the bottom 
of the peach 
baskets filled with trash they will not 
be received.. 


“The great trouble with the fruit 
growing business is that the farmer 
sells too much,” said Mr. Teasdale. “If 
he would only pick the perfect clusters 
of grapes his cron would make him 
money and he would establish a reputa­ 
tion. Consumers would want his brand 
and be willing to pay for it. I am told 
that in a car of strawberries shipped 
from Benton Harbor this year twenty- 
five cases were worthless when loaded 
in the car. 
The orange growers of 
Mexico practice the same dishonesty.

Parkersburg, W. Va., July 16.—Two 
lundred miners employed by the Qoedet 
syndicate at Flemington flnalíy struck 
yesterday, every man in the miné quit­ 
ting. This Is the .flrst strike under the 
general order occurring in central West 
Virginia. It is expected that the min­ 
ers in Oates* mine, eMt of Flemington, 
will Join the Qoedét strikers today.
